Due to the 
assignment of additional personnel to the Boston Office the 
security section of that office has been increased and Agents 
with no experience in security investigations are receiving 
training in those matters.

Boston letter dated December 9, 1952, pointed out Boston had 
anticipated a decrease in the delinquency during November but 
that during that month the security squad expended 150 man-hour 
days on surveillances in connection with Smith Act subjects 
and an espionage case.

Further these agents concentrating on that type of work could 
develop techniques en the verifications which v;ould reduce tee amount of 
work necessary "resulting in the verifications being handed by ma^t 
expedient manner, I have in mind that possibly coin-on sources could be 
developed which vrould give us the desired information covering a large group 
of subjects, such as voting registrations, etc. 

The production of these agents would be much greater than in the 
case of other agents in Division I due to the fact that the vesications will 
be familiar to them and after they have once learned requirement will ^o* 
have to soend time refreshing their minds on these instructions wnicn vroul. 
be the case if these verifications were continued to be handled by all tne 
agents in Division I* 

The verifications could be kept in a more current status as these 
agents woul* be held strictly responsible for these verifications wnereas 
wh&n they are assigned to all the agents in Division 1, they have otner 
exoedite work that must be performed, such as handling espionage, soy^igur- 
and top functionary cases and, therefore, must divide tneir tune consistent 
7/ith the various responsibilities given them. 

The administrative Trork involved in the handling and distribution 
of these assignments would be reduced to some extent. 

The agents assigned to such a project would have a tendency to develop 
more interest in their particular assignment than the agent who nas many otner 
expedite assignments. This wo old result in higher production and an increased 
over all efficiency. 

It is to be noted that this suggestion would not apply to the pending 
cases in the office, such as top functionaries and key figures. Since tne 
agents are held resoonsiblo for cases assigned to them tnis responsibility of 
necessity requires that they have knowledge of tte subjects hereabouts at aJ. 
times. 

I would recommend that if this suggestion is approved that the group 
of arents number from 10 to 1$ on an experimental basis. Once fairly accurate 
figures can be secured orf the number of verifications which can be nandleu oy 
an agent, the group of agents <^an either be increased or reduced accorcingiy.

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OBSERVATIONS : 

1* It should be noted that from December 31, 1951 to 
December 31, 1952, the number of pending matters in 
the 65, 100 and 105 classifications was reduced from 
37,021 to 23,932. This is a reduction of 8,039 such 
witters or 21*8% in the twelve-month period. 

2. During the preceding twelve-month period the 
number of delinquent matters in these classifications 
was reduced from 24,762 to 12,267. This is a 
reduction of 12,495 delinquent matters or 50.5%. 

3. During December 1952, the percentage of delinquency 
in the total pending active matters in the 65, 100 
and 105 classifications decreased from 51.3°% to 49.5%. 
The total number of delinquent matters decreased by 
530 from 12,797 to 12,267. 

4. During December 1952, the field continued to 
reduce the total number of pending active matters 

in classifications 65, 100 and 105. During December 
such matters were reduced bu 166 from za.qxk +* oa. vry n 

ACTION : 

As a result of the review of the December administrative 
reports letters have been directed to sixteen offices instructing 
them to further reduce their backlog and delinquency in 65. 100 
and 105 matters. 

We will continue to closely follow the field in this

If we eliminate the 8 offices from listing delinquent matters on 
individuals with the characters Security Matter and Internal 
Security - C, ST/P, ISL and N and continue to follow them by monthly 
letters to drive the delinquency down we can handle this matter 
without additional personnel.

SUGGESTION; 



That the attached instructions regarding the handling of Securit 
flash notices in the Typing Section be referred to the Domestic Intelligen 
Division with a request that they be reviewed to determine if the data now 
furnished can be reduced. It will be noted that the physical description^ 
and personal history furnished in follow-up copies, which might be sent 
several times, duplicates the data furnished at the time the flash is posted. 
It should be noted further that the same detailed information is sent whether 
or not a positive identification is established. 

Advantages ; 

If the data furnished could be reduced, or omitted in certain 
instances, it would save a great deal of time for both the typist and the 
reader. Many of the jackets handled on these cases involve lengthy records 
and because of the background information now furnished much time is consumed 
in reviewing the fingerprint file. in order to type such data. It takes as 
much as 50 minutes of the typist's time to handle a single jacket in some 
instances; reading time usually amounts to about one-third as much as tvnin^ 
time.

If a current inquiry is acknowledged, a special paragraph should be added to 
the docket advising the Field Office the nature of the inquiry as well as any 
pertinent information received in the inquiry. 

If an Alien Registration Form G-58 is to be acknowledged and the case is a 
"may be" ident, all information appearing on the G-53 should be quoted to the 
FWd Office. 

Whenever additional information of importance is added to a fingerprint file 
by another section and a Security flash is involved a Form 1-221 and two copies of 
the complete fingerprint record should be prepared for the Field Division. The 
foim letter should advise the Field Division that additional information has been 
added to subject's record subsequent to the Bureau record furnished (date). 

OLD SECURITY FLASHES (Posted to notify the "Security Division") 

Handled in the same manner as those received from Bureau Field Divisions 
except that the copies are forwarded to the Domestic Intelligence Division instead 
of a Field Office.

The many changes made in the Key Facilities List 
makes it necessary that the following stevs be taken by 
personnel on the Security Index' Desk handling Key Facility 
cases to assure that such cases are nroperlv handled in the 
Section* 

You will note that the field is instructed to check 
the entire Security Index against the 1953 KFL to determine 
the identity of each subject empl&yjed in a facility which is 
included in that list. Form FD-122 is to be submitted by 
each office on each subject employed in a Key Facility 
irrespective of whether he has previously been a Key Facility 
subject. This form will bear the Key Facility geographical 
reference number, the abbreviation for the agency having 
security responsibility for the facility and the identities 
of the interested agencies. 

Upon receipt of these forms new Security Index cards 
will be prepared and furnished to the field. Thereafter, the 
forms will be routed to the proper personnel on the Security 
Index Desk to be handled as follows. 

The case file of each subject must be reviewed to 
determine if v:e have disseminated information in the case to 
the proper agency or agencies in accordance with the 1953 
KFLm If the proper dissemination has not been made it should 
be made at this time according to,. the following instructions. 

Army. Navy. Air Force, C.— r.t Guard 

If the Army (a), Navy (n), Air Force (A.F.) or 
the Coast Guard (C^J.) have security responsibility and 
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have not been furnished previous reports , one copy of each 
pertinent report should be disseminated by routing slio 
to the appropriate inzclliner.ee agency of the Armed Service 
indicated.

It will not be necessary for you to disseminate 
to these agencies in Key Facility cases where they are 
solely interested agencies having no security responsibility 
for the Key Facility.
